a Regall Caſte, callev Vpſale, where the kingsof Sweth- 
land be Crowned and buried. The ſecond is the Dukes 
dome sf Newland, where the Caſtle of Newkeeping 
ſtands. The third is the Dukedome of Finland, where 
the Dukes ſeat is called Oua Caſtle, The ſourth is Warm- 
land, where ſtands the Caſtle of Waſten vpon the Medi- 
terre nian Sea; being the ſtrength, and Bul warke of the 
kingdome. The Countrep being (as I ſap) a long time ru⸗ 
led by theſefonre Dukes, in the kind of an Ariſtocratie, that 
is, The geucrment okt the Nobilitie, as was the governes 
ment of the fir{,and fozmer Romane Peeres and Conſuls: 

was in the end ofthe Raigne of Henrie 7. King of England, 
made a Monarchie or kingly gouetnment. 

Che firſt Monarke oꝛ ing hereol, was called Giſmond. 
whoſe Sonne, named Guſtovus ſucceeded his Father in 
the Ringdome. This Guſtovu- (being in the life time of his 
Father, Duke of Doland) was a ꝛince verp abſolute, betꝭ 
in the perfections ol his bodp, and his mind, cxceliently com⸗ 
poſed in the one, and honorablp diſpoſed in the other. Ok an 
indifferent ſtature, neither too high, noꝛ tos low. His com⸗ 
plexion ſanguine, hic haire bꝛight, his countenance cheere- 
full, and pleaſant to looke vpon, full of grace, and Maleſlie. 
In warre tout, and induſlrioue, in Coumſell wiſe and full of 
reſpect, in the Court he carried luch a Pozt and State, as at- 
tracted all epes to gaʒe vpon him. In pꝛiuate places full cf 
affabllitte and delightſome recreation : To conclode, it ſce⸗ 
med that Nature and vertue had both topnd together to 
frame in hun the moſt abſolute patterne of a Punte in his 
time. -.3But as no excellencp whatſacucr is without malig 
nant oppolites, ſo this ]3zince ſound that olde ſaping to bee 
true, Virtutis comes inuidia, plerunq; bonos inſectatur. 
Foz the Dukes of the other Thꝛe Pꝛouinces, being ioynd 


with him in Commiſſion ( ſoʒ you mult vnderſtand, that the 


Foure Dukes did ii ill retaine their titles, and aut hoꝛitie vn · 


der the King, as the Senate vl Rome did theirs vnder the 


Soueraintie of Cæſar, thoughit wrreſabozdinate:) m_

ther thz& (J ſay) ennying that greatneſſe, lone, and opinion, 
which his vertues, as well as the Nobilitite of bis blood had 
got him, ſought by many deuiſes to betrap him, whom no 
honourable mind, but would haue defgnded, and to this end, 
they bent all their tourſes: plot (no doubt) ſul of honcur ano 
regard vnto the State, the p2otect wheresf was ctther the 
murther, 02 diſinheritance of ſo lawfulta Pzince; Falſhood 
and Enuie the actuſers, Suggeſtion and Subornation the 
infozmers. Thus was the plot lad, The Nuene (being 
mother in law to Guſtovus, and hauing a Senne by the 
Ning, and bozne ſince the kingdome was erected) as farrc as 
ſhe durſt (fo2 ſhe pet feared the greatneſſe of Guſtovus) did 
many times buze matters of iealouſie and ſuſpit ion into the 
Kings eares, of his ſonnes cariage of himſelfin the kingdom, 
which at firſt he did not either beleeue, oz diſſemble. The thꝛer 
Dukes hnowing the Queenes mind towards the Pzince, 
adoed ſuc il to her fire, allet ging that ſhe ſhould neuer ſmos a 
ſure eftab ichment los her ſelle and her ſonne in the king dome, 
if Guſtovus were not made awap. The heart, that befoze 
began to burne with this defire, was now moze incenſed, ha⸗ 
uing thaſe the Noblemen , the pꝛincipall Counſellours of 
State in the kingdome, to further her intendments. The 
Queene being thꝛoughly inſtructed bythe Lo2ds , takes the 
aduantage of time, in her complaint to the king, Tels him 
that his ſonne aſptret, and would ſheztly aſpire againſt him, 
that he affected popular itie, reteiurd line Ab ſolom his ſub · 
ie as Petitions, not in loue, but Ambitiom: Chat he kept a 
Court, and Pozt greater then the King, and that all his aat- 
ons did moꝛe ſauour of Soueraigntte, then ſubiection. The 
L 02ds, thep ſecond the QMueene in ber vmuſt mfozmation, 
alleadge matters pꝛobable to confirme it, The King be- 


leeues, an in the erro2 thereof, hates Truth, imbꝛaceth 
'@reaſon. Thus all being inuerted, Nature rebels in the Fa- 


ther, but Lopattie remames in the Sonne The ptot was 

hereupon laid foz his appꝛehenſton, Guitovus being then at 

Court, lphonoting a ſtraunge alteration in his Fathers 
5 counte - 
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countenan?e \ſowards bim, began to ſuſpect the d2ift of the 


Queene. vpon the diſtruſt ol ihe Noblemen about her: Him- 
ſelfe being almcft abandoned, deuiſeth with bimſelfe how to 
auoyd thedaunger, A Gentleman of the kings, comes ſe⸗ 
tretlyto Guſtovus, and tels him that the plat was laid that 
night, fo2 bis Attatnder. The P2zince being amazed at the 
ſuddatne imminence ol ſuch a perill, poſteth pzeſently from 
the Court with a few of his Retinew, and the next day re⸗ 
couei s his Dukedome of Doland, whcreke meant to ſtay, 
till he heard further of che Kings pꝛoceedings. Dis depar - 
ture was ſoone made ktowne,at which the Queene, and the 
L oꝛds (though they miſt ol their purpoſe) were not much 
ſoꝛt p, loꝛeknowing that his ſodbatne flight from the Court in 
that mamier, would ſtrongly confirme their accuſation. 
Ttc King by them againe is incenſed, and meſſengers ſent 
into Doland, by whom the Pzince was Summoned by a 
certaine dap to make his appearance in Vpfale Caſtle: 
which the Pꝛince refuſcth to doe: affirming by his lubmiſliue 


Letters to the Ming, that though he knew his cauſe to bee 
luſt, and his heart lopall, no pꝛobable ſuſpition of any miſde⸗ 


menour from bim, either in aa, o2 intent, that pet neucrthe- 
leſſe he durſt not hazard his life in the heat of the kings dil 
pleaſure, ſoꝛ that he hnew his aduer ſaries were ſo great in 
power, and in ſo gratious account, that it would be an eaſie 
matter to haue bis Maleſt ies grace, and Nature her ſelle 
petuerted to his vntimelpy and vniuſt deſtrudion : And that 
the onely cauſe why he retired himſelle into bis owne Comn- 


trep, was to tap the time, vntill theſe miſts of his Maleſties 
lealouſie and ſuſpition were ble wen awap, that the Sunne of 


his alleagiance might ſhine cleere , farre from the cloudes 
of all diſtruſt, oz dillopaltie. This anſwcre being returned, 
but not accepted, the King by the Quecnes continuall inſti⸗ 
gations was moze,and moꝛe pzonuokt, inſomuch that a great 


power was ſuddenly raiſed to fetch him by violence out ol his 
Dukedome. Which the Pꝛince pcrceluing , and being nei⸗ 
ther able, no; willing toceſit his Fathers fozces,gines wap 

to

to neteſſitie and in the habite of a Nine, purpoſeth ſecretly to 
goe mto OGermanie. And hauing paft ſome daungers in his 
flight by the Rings purſuers, at laſt he croſſed the ſeas, and 
bolting on his courſe foz Lubeckin Germany, not many 
dapes ſafcly arriued there, All this while he kept his diſguiſe, 
fo: though he knew that the Lubeckers were heretoloze be- 
holding to h im, yet he doubted what minds they would put 
on in this chaunge of foꝛtune, Remembzing Pompeyes v- 


ſage in his flight by Ptolomie Ning of Egypt, and the like ol 


Hinmball by Piuſius king of Bitlunia.

he netwes (being arriued in Germany) of Gir- 
tovus his flight cut of Swet hland, befoze his 
comming thither, was diuerſip intertained in 

Lubeck: Some pittied the ſtate and condition 
of the young P2ince, that ſo Nobie a Gentleman, ſo full ot 
bope , and expt dation, euen in the pꝛime ti his youth, houtd 
in this vile manner (ſuffer violence : Others ſpake againſt 

im, ſuppoſing that his owne naturall Father, and others 
of his blood, would not in this manner haue p2ocetded a⸗ 
gainſt him, if he had not ſhowne himſelſe dangerous vato 
the State, as the mindes cf the people are in this caſe diuerliy 
diſtracted, The Pzince alter his comm:ngto Lubeck ſcaled 


certaine dapes in a common Inne, not dating to diſcouer 


bimſelſe, and to auoid the ſulpition ot a ſtr anger in ſuch com- 
mon places, found meaucs to pꝛeferre himlelfe vnto a rich 
Merchant of the Towne (il ſuch a place in the meaneneſſe of 
his toꝛtune at that time map be called pꝛeferment.) Being 
there entertained he contented himſelle to doe any bod ily la⸗ 


2 2 beur- 
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bour in the houſe, ſtriuing to ſuite his minde vnto his miſery, 
pet could hee not ſo well counterfeit this part of his ſiniſter 
fo:tnae, but that ie Merchant did ſoone ſuppoſe him to be a 
better man then hee ſe med to bee, and perhaps the man hee 
was. So harda thing it is foz Nature to learne to foꝛget her 
cuſtome. Staping fome few moneths in the Per chants 
heule, hee heard of a Gaſant ſent from the king to the State 
ol Lubeck, being ſuppoſed hee would bend his courſe thither. 
The tenoꝛ of the Gaſants meſſage, was to deliuer to ths 
Lubeckers that the kings deſire was, that either thep ſhould 
not entertaine him at al,o2 els ſend him backe to Swerhland, 
fo: that hee was knowen and pꝛoclaimed to bee an enemie. 
But thep being at that time ignozant of the Pꝛinces abiding, 
anſwered foz the time to thoſe things, that might ſtand with 
the Kings pleaſure. The Gaſant being diſpatcht, Guſtovus 
Hued in a continuall feare ol being dilcouered, as well loꝛ that 
many great men in the Towne had befoze ſeene him in 
Swethland, and might then remember him: As alſo foz that 
bis Paſter would many times pꝛie into his counten inte, and 
behatziour, and vtter ſtrange woꝛds, and ſhew ſtrange paſ- 
ſions, euen in his pꝛeſence, ſometimes 2 the name 
ol Guſtoves. 

The Þ2ince holding thus a Molle by the 2 doubt 
whether to tap oꝛ goe, (in both which he found danger) was 
wondꝛouſly perplexed : Sometimes he thought to dt'couer 
bimſelle, oppoſing his mind againſt the wozft ol foꝛtune, that 
if the Towne did betray him, his blood ſhould be ſhed in In⸗ 
nocence, and he be rid of that tozment: wherin its mind was 
dinerflp diſtracted betwirt Hope, and Feare , and Feare the 


pꝛedominant: but at laſt reſoluing with himſeife to ſtap, hee 


fill framedhis mind vato bis buſineſſe. One dap cleauing 
of wood, in the ſtrayning of his bodie, a buiton that oeld the 


. flappe ol his Jerken, bꝛake, andtherewithall a little Chaine 


of gold, whereon did bange a Jewell of inellimable p2ice, fcll 


rom his necke : Which a maid ſeruant in the houſe bet ing 
bp) perceiumg, was deſirous to ſee it: but hee ſutdarnely 
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of Swethland. 
Mafching it vp, told her that it was a thing ol no woꝛth, but 
giuen him by a lr iend ot his, in the remembzance at her. The 
matde diſſt mbled her opinion fo2 the pꝛeſent, but ſoone after 
told it to her maſter, The Merchant vpon this accident, con · 
firmes his foꝛmer ſuſpition, and hauing now matter moꝛe re- 
latiue then befoze, enſ the State of Lubeck with this 
circumſtance. The Burgomaſters of the Towne, ſitting 
then in Counſcll,ſent foz the ſtranger by a guard, to come be- 
foze them, Yow the Beſſage was entertaſned by the 
Pꝛince, let them ludge that haue vndergone the like ad- 
uentvre, There was no dentall, noz poſſibility of eſcape, D- 
bey he mulk, And it is a hard thing when Pꝛinces mult obey. 
Being bꝛought befoze the Magiſtrates, it was demaunded 
of whence he was: he aniwered, of Swethen. They aſkt 
him of what degree: He told them, as meane in birth as in 
foztune : what mooued vou (quoth they) to foꝛlake your 
Counttey: The Pꝛince replied, my vnkind vſage there. A 


F pꝛincipall Senatour of the Towne looking all this while 


”. 


ſtedfaſtly vpon h's countenance, perceiued that it was Gu- 
ſtovus, and whiſpering the reſt in the eare, aſſured them, 
that it was the Pꝛince. The matter was befoze concluded 
what they meant to doe, Whereupon this great Citizenbe- 
gan to ſpeake in this manner. Your birth (quoth hee) is 
farre better then pour foztume, Therein pou diſſembled, but 
pour foʒtune beares the blame, your firſt and laſt anſwere is 
true, foꝛ we know. that you are of Swethland, and pour 
name is Pztnce Guſtovus, and the vnkind vſage of pour 


Countrepy hath dꝛiuen pou from thence; what we meane to 


doe, you ſhall underſtand ſhoztly, In themeanc time repoſe 
pour (clfe ſecurelp and hopefully in the rulers houſe. The 
Pꝛince acknowledged himſelfe , and thankt them foz theſe 
ſignes of their good will. And il you ſhall find (quoth he) my 
p;otecton, oꝛ defence to pzooue dangerous vnts pour State, 
Let mp life rid pou from that feare : J ſhall bs wellcon- 
tent, fo Jmapyfree pou from danger, to be pour Sacrifice; 
Whereupon thep all imbzaced = » with the teares ſtan⸗ 
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ing in the ir eyes every one honouring him and putting hien 
in greathope and comfoꝛt, They cauſed him p2eſently to 
be inuefted with royall oꝛnaments ant in all honourable and 
[cuing manner, cenuaped bim that night to the rulers heuſe. 
The Pꝛinte ſtayedas pꝛiloner, but honourably attendeda- 
beut two peerts in Lubeck. During which time, tke king 
bis Father ſerttiders Gaſants with faire we2?s, end large 
pꝛemiſes to haue tim deluered, but it won!d neuer be gran⸗ 
ted; Howbeit they pꝛe miſed that they would keepe him ſaſe 
frem attempting enp inncuatien. The Pzirce during his 
flap tbere would often viſite his old me cr, whom he weald 
alwartstall his kind maſter, affirming that ik his diſcouerp 
had net bene made knowen, he conld as contentedl; haue li⸗ 
ued a pcoꝛe ſettant in his terſe as he didihin a paincely pꝛi- 
ſoner in the Towne ; The Perchant would manp times tell 
him. he hab moch adoe, to keepe bimſeiſe, from the ſinne cf 
pꝛte, ſe; that it was bis ſoʒtune, to be maſter cf ſuch a (cps 
uant. 


the State et the Ccuntrep pzoclatmed the QAucenes Donne, 
King cf. Swethland. Guilovus had quicke!p tntelligence 


thereof,as ſuch nt wes fies ter with the Swallows wings, 
receives Ketters frem many Noble men, and ottcr-of bis 
ſtier ds in the Ceunttep, whercinhe was atwlſed to vie ail 
means peſſible fo his return, with aſſured cõũdence of their 
aſſiſtante The Patnce ſhewes the Letters to þ Lubeckers, 
ſolicits them in bis own behalfe foz aeg nes them pzincetp 
pomiſes of their requitall. The Pꝛince returnes to Su ethen 
ſuli of hope and encertragement, Bis friends meete him in 
great multitudes with all Canes ot loue and obedience: is 
enemies are diſpe i ſt without battai e: ſome fled, ſeme taken 
pꝛiſeners, the Qutene with her ſonne conuaiedto Vplale 
Tallle, The thꝛee Dukes behcated, and allthe reſt perdo⸗ 
ned. Then all things were it abliſhed, and tbe ſummes of 
money paid batke to the Lubeckers, Guſtovus was ſhoꝛtly 
altet wilh allſolemnitie Crqwned king of Swethland , and 
not 


Witt in two reeres after, the king his Father died, and 
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not long after was bonourably married out of German, 
His Queene being noblp bozne in that Countrey, By 
whom be hadfourc ſonnes : Pꝛince Erick the elzeft, Duke of 
Doland,lokn Duke of Finland, Magnus Duke of Warm- 
land, and Charles the poungeſt Duke ol Eltergutland, that 
now lines and infopes the Crowne of Swethland. 

This Guſtovus Raigned peaceably and happily , Laden 
with manp peeres, but with many moze Trophies ol ho- 
no2s, The care and lone hee bare vnto his inbiecs was weil 
ſcene in their recipꝛocall reſpea to him. His ſonnes bzought 
vp in all pzmcelp knowledge, ackno wied zed faithlullp their 
naturall duties during his life, Though alter his death they 
fell at vnnaturall debate, one with another. 

In the laſt of his peeres he ſhewed the beſt of his affedions, 
different from the obſeruance taken in other Pzinces, who 
alter a long continued Soueraignetie, doe much decline from 
the gentle behamours of their beginnings. But at laſt (as 
cucry thing is bnſtable, 4 each eſtate, that hath being in this 
wo!ld, holds his vncertaintie) This noble king deceaſed, af 
that time, wherein his life was moſt deſired of his ſubiets : 
whoſe loue had bene the like vnto his ſonnes, had it not bene 
croſt by the nature of the. tumultuous times that followed: 

The dead coꝛps being now the ſadde remnant ol a king, was 
with all ſolemnitie conuaied and enterred in V pſale Caſtle: 
His friends following it with all tokens of ſoꝛ row, calling 
him the pꝛoppe and pzotectoz ot Religion, the defender and 
pꝛeſeruer of his Countrep, the honour and glozy of the 

Swethen Nation. Mis fame went befoze him, vilating his 
Noble ads, and pꝛincelp vertues, that (not buried in the 
graue with him) returned backe, poſting thzough the wozld, 

and ſtill ſounding foo2th the pꝛayſes of Guſtovus, whoſe 
name lhall neuer die, ſo long as the memozie of the @wethen 
State indures. 
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Ericke is crowned King of Swethland, after the death 


and Funerall of his Father: A marriage is plotted 
with Elizabeth Quee ne of England, That failing 
another is tendered to the daughter of the King ot 
Poland, His brother Duke John conſpires againſt 


him. 


gFter the death ol Guſtovus , Erick 
dis eldeſt ſonne is with all general 

O applauſe, and the Countries ccre-s 
e PH 35 monte, crowned king of »wethland 
6 2 about the peere of our Lo2d 1559. 
AS; OE JE. and in the (ame peere an oucrture of 
mage was made with Elzaberh 
S gueene of England in the beoin- 
ning of her raigne. Duke John his bzother ſent Ambafſas 
dour ( pꝛintely appointed) in this negetiation, who ſa ely ar- 
ritung in England with his whole Fleete, was bonourably 
intertamed. Howbeit the matter of bis Embaſcage, was ra- 
ther flaitered, then graunted, rather fairely countenanced, 
then cmbzaced, F02 ſome noble men at that time, great in 
their places, either in their 6wne reſpeas. oꝛ the honc ur of 
the Queene, d ood againſt it, Bui the Queene her ſelſe did 
kairely intreate the Þ2ince, ropally feaſted bim, gaue him 
many pꝛincely gifts, Told him in concluſion, that ſhe toke 
the Tenoz of his Emballage in verp gratious manner: 
Sent kind commendations to the king bis Bꝛother, with 
this hopefnilmeCage,that ifit pleaſed him to take the paines 
to tome into England, ſhe would take ſuch oꝛder foz bis cn- 
tertatnement , that hee ſhould haue no iuſt cauſe to returne 
diſcontent. Foz (faith ſhe) A haue made this vow, neuer to 
con rac mylelfe to any, whom J haue not ũrſt ſcene. The 
Duke thus furniſht with this anſwere, takes bis * — 
kes 
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barkeshimfelfe, boyſelh Caple, arriues in Swethland, and 
delivers lo the lenging languſhing Bing this hopeful! doubt: 
fullanſwere.ofthe Queene. The voung King umbꝛateth this 
newes, and his bꝛother fo2 them, llatters his fancte ai th 
the Qucrnes pfuture, beguiles imagination, butites Caſtles 
in the apꝛe, rigges his Fl te at Dea, exhauſteth his Trea- 

lure, makes him'elfe pore to enrich his hope, which pꝛoued 
inder, farre abone his Foꝛtune. The Winter following 
was ſpent in this pꝛepar ation foꝛ England : During which 
time Frederik then king of Denmarke, a Wiſe and poli⸗ 
tike Pꝛince ſtodmuch againff this Alpance withEngiand, 
forcſerting the danger that might redound to himin his neigh 
bours matriage, with ſo potent a Pꝛinceſſe:ſendeth Ambaſ⸗ 
ſadours toing Erick, hewing both the inconuentence that 
Would happen by marriage in a Countrepſo karre remote, 
as alſo the dangers that were like to enſue, in iopn ng with 
a QAucne, moꝛe ſtrong then himſclfe, But the king gaue 
a beate carc to this Embaſſage, Comiming his preparatt- 
ons ſtill foꝛ England: Some ſav, that in that TWintcr ry- 

ding betwerne V p ſale, and Waſten Caltle, a Mato ol ex- 

cellent beanie, but obſcure parentage, wöcke name wis 
Gondole comming amongſt others to behold the king, mho 
by chance, calling his ties vpon her, was fo lodainiv enſna⸗ 

red in her beautie, that that poyſon which he dꝛew theninto 
bis heart by his eies, did ſo totruꝑt the whole be dy of His al⸗ 
faires, th it at laſt he loſte both his life, and kingdeme: but o⸗ 
thers ay it was the winter ⸗kter. Bat to returne : eur 
vopage fo: England, The k:inges Uete being ropaliprigd, 
and all tkinaes teady loꝛ ſo great a buſnes, the ktrg toke 
ſhipping about the beginning of May, traring Dune lohn 
bis brother Nicegerent in his place, and laplin q along the 
Coalts of Norway, Repozt (atth that Frederick king of 
Denmarke had pꝛocureb ctrtaine Mitches in that Conn- 
try to dꝛoꝭ ne, oꝛ diſpearſe the Fleete of king Erick, and by 
their ſprites and deuillich incantat ions to Confound this in⸗ 

tented Uopage, whether this bee true oz no, I know net,

but this is cerfaine , that the king being vpon the coaſt of 
Norway, ſuch a ſtrange foggy, thicknes did lo cloath the 
apꝛe that the kings Flæte had ſoneloſte ſight of one ano⸗ 
ther: And then followed ſuch hozrible thuriders, end vnheard 
of Tempeſts, that it ſecmed beauen and earth had met toge⸗ 
ther in the diſturbance ol this intendment. The king 
being at his wits end long beloꝛe her came to his wales end 
was ſo perple red in his thoughtes, that he kuc w not whate 
to do, cither to goc koꝛ ward oꝛ to returne: The ſight ofp Epe 
was ſo taken aw iy by the the thicknes of Aire, the benefit 
of the Care was coniaunted by the nopſc of the thunder, the 
waters roſe ſo high es il they meant to zie the Cloudes: 
Noe light but what tte flaſhes of lightning made which 
amaſed them all, the raine fell ſo thicke that they could ſcarce 
ktepe the Latches, the maiſter calles to the Boatſon, and ts 
not heard, the Sterneſ-man cryes to the Maiſter, and is not 
regarded. The dates togeatber, continued theſe th2& 
nightes of darknes, wherin was ſeene neither ſunne Bone, 
no! ſtarre: the kinges Fleete was diuer lly diſpearſt, ſome 
into the coaſt of Denmarke others back againe into Swet- 
land, the king himſelſe vpon the Coaſt of Norway lokscue- 
ry hower fo: his buriailinthe Sea. At laſt entering into cos 
gitation with himſelle, he thought that God had ſuffered 
his p2ide to be thus puniſht,fo2 that he vndertok a Martage 
with ſuch a Queene, whole fame and glozp was ſo great, 
as well from her State, and gouernment, as foz the riches 
and ftrength of her Crowne, and kingdome : that entering 
into coſideration of it, he held himſelre much vnwo2thy of 
fuch a foztune. Upon thts, the king raſhly vowes that if 
it would pleaſe God to deliuer him {rom that daunger, he 
would giue oucr his ouer high attempt, returne into his 
Ccuntrep and learne herealter to ſuite his Telires to his e- 
{kaie. At laſt theſe ſtoꝛmes haue end, the king returnes ac⸗ 
coꝛding to his vow, ſhoꝛtly alter arriues in Swethland, 
Andthusfapledthis Negotiationfoz England. 
The king ſone after his landing beginnes (ſay ſome) re⸗ 
ne wes 
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ne\ves (ſay others) his lone to his faire Gondole:that afs 

terwerdp2oued as fatalltohim, as Cleopatracs loue to 

Anthony: His eies were ſeldome off either her perſon oz 

her piaure: Dis minde muſeth on nothing but the pleaſurcs 

of her body, his tongue ſpeakes of nothing but her deligt tes, 

and pꝛaiſes all publicke affaires are abandoned, the pallaces 

are like a wilderneſſe deſolate, the Coutt is kept where 
Gondole hath her byding; reaſon, and regard ol gouerment, 
ate now baniſhed, pleaſure and ſenallitie made his Coun- 
ſelloꝛs of Gate, The Noble men would oftentimes adtuſe 
him, but all in vatne, his bꝛother Duke lohn did ſtillſmoth 
the Uings humoꝛs not as being enamoured o his deltghts, 
but as from hence d2awing a ſubied that happply hercafter 
might ſerue his turne, in caſe the Nobility (as they beganne 
a little) ſhould after wards wholly withdꝛaw their acc gions 
from him. Thus whileſt the king followes his pleaſures 
Duke lohn purſues his purpoſes, would oftentimes com⸗ 
plaine to tertaine of the Rexen.· Roade, which we call Tho 
Blood Ropall, of his brothers effeminate and vnlikingiy 
gouernement, but eſpetiallp to Duke Charles his poungeſt 
bꝛother, pet no ſurcher engaging htmicife to danger ti en he 
knew meanes how to wind out agame. Not long after, 
another Martane was tendered of the Polands Daughter, 
which the king Toulozablp entertained to ſatiſfie his No- 
bility, whileſt his heart doted vpon his Paramour. Duke 
Iohn his bzocher was finploped in this buſinefle, and it fell 
out as he deſired : Fo2 if the cardes were dealt artght, be 
might happely himſelſe mary the Polands daughter. And 
thus with a falſe heart taking a faire lcauc of the king his 
bꝛother beingſarmlhed with ailaccowtrements fit foꝛ ſuch a 
buſines ſhoꝛtly after arriued inthe Court of Poland, whers 
alter the ſolemnitte of ſuch entertamnements he deliuered his 
Meſſage with ſuch a Maieſlicke grace both in his ſperch. 
countenance and cariage of tunſclfe (as ſure hee was a moſt 
accompliſht Centicman that it wan him great commenda⸗ 
tions in the kings Court eſpeciallp with the pong pzince ſie, 
C 2 in 
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in whoſe tender heart there was ſuch an ſuward bzeach 
made, as wis ſone cutwardly perceaued, ſoꝛ her eres that 
conuaped theſe pꝛetie aſſaultes vmto her heart, did loone bes 
tray her hidden aſtedtions: which the Duke perceiuing lates 
hold vpon the occadan, Mimes bp rewardes many 
tongues to ſpeaken in his behalle, topes with the grea⸗ 
tet of the Amgs Counlell, and in eſpcctall with one 
Fernsbecke Duke of Leit-lande. Me toldthem th it the 
condition of his Countries diſoꝛdered eſtate, occaſioned by 
the dilcoꝛdant diſpoſilion of bis bꝛother, moncd him rather 
to!oke with a pubitke, thena putuate epe: I he ought na; 
ture and dune ta his Bꝛother, be ought no leſſe viito his 
Countrp, and it was his countries cauſe (to the whichyes 
was meſt bound) that made him inueigh againſt his bꝛo⸗ 
ther: Letnoman (quoth he) raſhly ce ſurt me, but compa⸗ 
ring the State of the kingdame to the condition of the 
Ning, let hum then indge whether all is nat lite to rume, if 
pꝛeuention he not made, which ia the Binges perſon (quoth 
be) will neuer be, for that he ſemcs to be buried in his his 
owne delightes, and the breath which he himlelle chould 
dra we, lies not in his owne, but in anothers body. The moſt 
und beſt part of the Nobility being by theſe, and the lite 
ſuggeſtions wonnt vnto his partv, a way was quickly made 
fo: the Duke to Ade fo; himſelfe, which was not long a 
doing loꝛ the heart, that was already fo ſrrongly aſſaulted, 
was ſont kramed to peeld. To bee ſhoꝛt the young Dune 
Tl eddes and beddes the pꝛinceſſe with great bendur, and 
dellght, S o caſilp is the pollicic ot a ſtate dꝛawne to obep the 
n eteſſity of the time: the newes hereof ts ſane bꝛought to 
Swethland, whercin the wiſc lot into the danger of the 
Bing, how be it the lung Himielfe loꝛeſado no peril: ut as a 
Man wholly deuoted to his delights, doth againſt the aduiſe 
of all his friends, quickly alter Marrie the ſaid Gondole, 
whereby he did ſodainly runne into ſuch a ſcandalors hatte d 
of his owne Subleaes, that the cuer alter held hum vnwwoz⸗ 
thy of his Crowne and kingdome: Mithin a yeare after his 
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Mariage he had a Sonne not long aſter whoſe byꝛth Duke 
John hauing aqured pꝛomiſes from his youngeſt bother 
Duke Char)c,,p2ocures an Armp tobe lcuted by tte ing 
of Poland, his Father in law, and arrtutng tn the Duke- 
dome of Eltergutland, was lou ngly entettained of his bꝛo- 
ther Dune Charles, who topning their foꝛces together, ha⸗ 
uing allo the apde ol other Noble en in the Country, gaue 
battaile to his bꝛother King Ericke, who being oucrcome, 
and flying to Stock- holand, was there by his two bꝛothers 
taken, and made away, na man cuer knew how. A noble 
man in the Countrep, bꝛother to Herrerick Guiterfon, 
and deare vnto the King was at that time honorably ſlaine 
iu the defcnce of his Þ2ince, The Queene had beſoze font 
her young Sonne out of the Land, fozeſceing the danger that 
was like ts happen. Mho now lincs as an Crile in - 
great Duke of Ni oſcouias Court, and the Qnene her ſelle 
confined to Stickborrow Cattle, where ſtzee pet lues a fad 
and ſolttary life. Thus ended the onfoztunate Naigne ol 
Bing Erick, who might long haue liued and gouerned in the 
Land, had tze but ſubdued his owne aͤllecions.

Ake Iohn hauing thus by his bzothers min ther 

attained vnto the Czowne, diſpoſeth with bis veſt

bis Army.,ſatisfies his Subfects in the cauſe of 

theſe indirect p2zoceedings, agatait his bꝛother, and hauirg 
ſet all things in oꝛder, ſendeth fo2 his Queen gut of Poland, 
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who with an hona2able traine being conducted info Sweth- 
land, was there Ropally entertained, and ſhoꝛtly after with 
Dake lohn her huſband, in all pꝛincely manner, Crowned 
King and Queene of Swethland at V pſale Caſtle : Many 
Statutes he repealed which the King his bzother had made, 
being kound pꝛeiudiciall vnto the Country, and others hee 
enacted, that were held moꝛe p2ofitable : To all Sutoꝛs he 
ſhewed himſelfe verp gentle and gracieus: And becauſe 
0 the treaſure of the kingdome was much crhauſte in his ex⸗ 
þ pedition into Poland, he was dꝛiuen to bozrow many great 
1 Summes of monep both there, and of his Friends at home: 
Hee kept a Pꝛincely poꝛt, and was very liberall in his res

About the Tenth peare of his raigne, king Iohn made an 
honoꝛable iournep into Ruſſia, vpon the bzeach of a League 
made bet wirt them. From whence he returned victozious, 
Lhe reſt of his raigne was quiet and peaceable : And let a 
ſide the ſtaine of his bꝛothers death,he was doubtleſſe a moſt 
excellent P2ince and woꝛthy of the Crolune and kingdeme, 
and although there were manp times iarres betwirt him, 
and his bꝛother Duke Charles, pct alwates the matter 
was ſo handled, that they were ſone reconcilde againe. By 
wich were cut off all sccaſions of C iuill warre. In the 
twelfth ycare ol his raigne his father in law the King of 
Poland dies, foꝛ wheſe death the Qutene his daughter 
mourned hermly. The young Pzince Sigilmond her 
Sonne was eleded King of Poland, and with an henoura⸗ 
ble conuop being guarded thither was with all ſolemnity in 
all Pzincelp manner Czownte King of Poland: Shoztly 
after Parries honourably ints the houſe of Auſtria; and in 
the twelth veare ol his raigne in Poland, Kinglohn his 
Father dies: whoſe death being much bewalled of his ſub- 
ics, he was with appertaining ſolemnitie bericd in the 
Chapp.ll of the Kings in the Caſtle of Vpſale. Duke 
Charles of Eſtergutland after the death of his bꝛother ſends 
into Poland fo2 bis Rephew Sigiſmond to tome to receaue 
the Crowne of Swethland, Sigiſmond takes heauily the 
death ol his Father. and deuines befoze hand of the troubles 
that followed in that kingdome: Great pꝛeparation is made 
loꝛ his iourney into Sw et hland, and doubting ot his vnckles 
mind? x pꝛoiedes, carrieth a great power of Poles with bim 
to pꝛeuent all daungers. The king arrines lalelym Sweat h⸗ 


land, is with all honoꝛ and ſigne of loue reteaued by his vnc⸗ 


kle Dake Charles, and the reſt ofthe Nobilitte of Sweth- 
land, He is honoꝛably conuepedto Vpſale Caſtle, where hee 
was louingly receaued of the Qucene his Mother, whom 
he comloꝛteih being a fozrowful! widdow foꝛ the death of 
King lohn her huſband. Syhycztly after he was crowncd 
N. of Swethland without any diſturbance. A Rex-dap was 
held 
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held in the caſtle of Vpſatcy where all things being eſkabli⸗ 
fhed, Duke Charles in made vicegerent of the kingtome : 
bauing with bim isynd in Comiſlion foure Roblemen, of 
the Rexen-· road whoſenames were Herguſten Bonner, 

Herſten Bonner, hisbzsthcr, Herrerick Spare, and Har- 
tor Bell: Theſe fower Moble men, being great in the kings 
dome but not very great with the Uicegerent, were of puꝛ⸗ 
pale loynd vp the King in commiſſton with the Duke to 
turbe oꝛ Controale all over haughty and headſtrong at⸗ 
tempts, that the Duke might bappely Commit by the great⸗ 
neſſe ol his place and power in the abſence of the ing, who 
Vs then ready tore turne to Poland. The Duke perceaues 
the d2ift, but diſſembles it. befoꝛe the Kings departure, oꝛder 
Wos ſet downebythe King with the Duke and the Tom⸗ 
miſſtoners fo2 the papment of tertaine ſommes of monep, 


vn ich Ring lohn his Father did owe vnto many Souldi⸗ 


ours, that were pet vnpaite ſince the tune of expet ition in⸗ 
to Ruſsia, and vuto manp Merchants ol England, Scotland 
and other Aations fo2 the pꝛoſecuting of that marre. Aſter 
all things were thus ſetied and oꝛorred, the King retutnes 
to Poland, leaning behmde him that fire that after ward 
conſumed the peace ofthe whole Ringdome foz the Robles 
men, the Lemuniſſioners being commanded by the King, 
(that was euer icalous of his Unckie Charles) to obferve 
and enloꝛme dis Maic ſlie of tbe manner of his gouernment, 
did ſo oppoſe themſelurs againſt him in allhis pꝛocet dinges, 
and eſpeciallp in the papment of this monep, that the Duke 
plainely perceiued, that this net gouctimment was but laide 
as à trap to enſnare his life, à Rex dap was holden at Vp. 
ſale, no oꝛder Concinded, noꝛ moncp paide, end much adse 
there was to kerpe them lrom factions, the Commiſſioners 
wauld haue theſe ſummes paid out ofthe Subiectes purſes, 
the Duke out of the Common Treaſtry : which the com⸗ 
tniſlioners re ſuſe, alleaging the Kings want of money, The 
Duke weites fatthſully, The Loꝛds fallly to the King. To 
L-hom they intin ale feare of innoualion, and that the Duke 
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by all likelphoods aimed at the Crolvne, that he had pad 
parte of the money due to the DSouldicurs ont of the Keyes 
nues of the Dukedome,tod2aw their affegtons to him, that 
be ſought to further the State, and wealth ofthe Commons 
inoꝛe then ffod with theloyall nature of a Subtec, that he 
kept the Poꝛte and State of a King rather then a Deputie, 
ard that it was not like he wouldlong peeld his honoꝛs vnto 
Tlaſſalage, whoſc foztunes in ſuch a minde and State as his 
might attaine to Soucraigntp, il pꝛeuention were not ſpee⸗ 
dily made. The Duke intercepts theſe lettere, and ſends 


them inclo{d in his own vnto the Ning, to whom he bwoꝛites 


verp humbly am with all pꝛoteſtations of duty, and allt a- 
gance: the king reteaurs the letters, but belceues the Koꝛts 
and diſtruſteth the Duke, ſendeth ſecretly to the Commiſ⸗ 
ſioners that they ſhculd fodamelp ſurpꝛiſe hm, depoſe him 
from his «overnement,and to that end be ſent his authoꝛitp: 
and fin ulp to kcepe him pꝛiſoner, his wie and childꝛen, du⸗ 
ring life in a caſtle bale of parpoſe fo2 that ſfratagemo 
within the dukedome of Litco : Oh that the nature of loz- 
lune ſhon'd be ſo fickle and vncerlaine, neuer ſingular either 
in her ſrownes oꝛ favours. but that commonly in the height 
of any hope it pꝛotuteth ſome crofie accident of vnhappy 
miſſor lune. 

The Duke not twolthſtandi ig haning intelligence cf this 
plot, beganne to lake about him, haſtes into his owe duke 
dome and raiſed a great power of men, Some ap that il hec 
bad but ſtaide one hoboct longer in Vplale, the plot had 
beene effectcd, and the Dune viterlp vndene. The Loꝛds 
were in a maze vponthe Dukes departure, knowing that 
their deuiſe was diſcouered, they now perceaued their owne 
wcakencfte to refit the Duke , being in power, place and 
opimen, and farre aboue them, And thavgh they had the 
Klags authoꝛity, pet was he farrc from them, anb they nter 
vnto their danger, they knew not well what ceurſe to tale, 
ſometimes they purpoſcdto fie to the Hing, and then they 


: feared the waics were foꝛclaypd. To ſtay in the Caſtie of 
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Vpſale were noſafetp, it being a place of pleaſure, not of 
dclence : whereupon they determ ned ts departfrom thence: 
Chꝛee of them vnto the Calle of VVaſten in the Duke 
dome of Fin] ind, and Hartourbelk to Calmer Caſtle. Ha⸗ 
ung theil Caſties delinered vnto tem, they purpoſed ta 
ſtiy there to vnderflandthe Dokies p2accedings, ant in the 
maeane time iſpatcht letters vnto the ung of the particus 
lars of theſe t ouoles: The Duke (as I ſayd beloze) hauing 
raiſid a great po wer of men, marcheth ſper dil y to wardes the 
callie of V tale, but vi. derſtanding of the Loꝛds departure 
towards Walten, bends bie c zurſe thither. It is a wozld ta 
ce what numbers of men came vato the Dune from all 
ports pꝛollet ing their ſetuice to him: Al which hee geatiy 
welcomed. Som? he cutertamecd, and the reſt ſent home a⸗ 
game with ſpeciall charge to loke vnto the Kinges peice, 
ſignilpung lurther that the caule whp hee was now vp in 
Armes, was but toright hi ſelſe ol ſuch wzonges donc by 
thoſe Lo2ds, who neither loucd the Ling no: him. The 
Loꝛts that were in the Caſtle of Walten vnteranving of 
the Dukes app. cach with ſuch a power of men, ſodenly foz⸗ 
ſoke the caſtle, and not being able to deſend it, lied in all 
bat o Poland, uhome the Duke would not per uc, but ta⸗ 
uüngtecbeputinallrong Garriſon, and pꝛeſertl. haſt d 
tothe ta lee Calmer, wich Hartourbelk had a little be- 
lo, taken niche Kings name, who ſtandeng at delerce and 
deſtantt with him, the Dine beſiegeth both the Cutie and 
caſtle, the citizens moꝛe w ling to entertaine hun, then 
reliſt him. The Duke piants hie 0:d.nance againlt the 
Gates cl the Citie, and thereupon the Citizens reſiſting 
the co:r:nand of Hartour Belk, open the citle Gates and 
recaue hum in: The Duke beſiegeth the caſtle, and in ſhoꝛt 
tune by the helpe of the Zowne Wmnes it, takes ard 
keepes Hartour Be!k piſoner, and diſchargeth all the reſt.

The Jain recetues the Dunes letters, but gfu2s no cre- 
dit to bi pꝛeteſt tions During the time ofthe Dukes tap 
mi the City of Calmer, and underſtanoing ol manp diſoꝛ⸗ 
ders, and miſdemeanoꝛs that were commitediꝛa Nunnerp, 
ſtanding in the Towne, One dape Came to viſit the Zuns, 
accompanied with certaine gentlemen olhis houe, ano vn- 
derſtand ing ſame oi their mindes to be diſcontent witl their 
o. dere, nd ſome ol their bodies well knowne tothe Fricrs, 
riſſo us 's the Nunnery, and tranſpoſet{ the Nun es, accoz⸗ 
ding to their own diſpating, Dome into other nannertes, ma⸗ 
nv to their Friends, the moſt to Mariages. The King by 
this time had anſwered the Dukes letters very touloꝛabip, 
that hee was ſ22rp foz the iarres that happened bet weene 
hin, and the Loꝛds, That as ſoone as his buſin: de would 
giuc him franc, he would viſit the Loꝛdes, and ij m. In the 
meane time he requeſted that hee would delluer Kartour- 
belk, oꝛ intreat him kindlv. The Dake though hee beleeued 
22t what the Ring had witten, pet hee reteaues the letters 
gladlo, and honourably feaſted the meYenger, In this time 
another dangerous plot was laide, to entrappe Duke 
Charles, and to enfoꝛce him Pꝛiſon r. in the Caſtile of Litto 
Mozelaid, whereupon there were fozces very ſecretly, and

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ſodalnelpraiſed in Finland, The king hauſng a purpoſe fo 
winne to that powꝛe, other fozces that he meant bimſelfe to

Ile encounters part of the Kings army, and diſ- 
comforts them, with other accideuts. 


e Dune hauing intelligence of this dan⸗ 
gerdus plot, detuſed againſt him by the 
king, aſſured himſelſe to finde na favour 
at his hand a that noſubmiſſio would ſerve 
y turne: Foz him to diſperſe hs powers, 
And to ſcand rather vpon the pꝛoteſtatien 
of bis allegeance then his guard, were to put bis neck vepen 
the block, and to indure the ſlrobe : loꝛ raging ure ames are 
not ſtaycd with gentle hands. CAhereſoꝛt calbug his irtends 
about t iim, hee told them that it was now no time to dallp, 
That the king by his adnerſarics was ſo pt ouokt agairft 
— that nothing but his death 02 depꝛiuation would ſatiſũe 
de kings diſplealurc. Theſe vn wil ing armes (cuoth hee) 
that I now beare, are fo2 the defence of you, and my Coun⸗ 
rp, vnto which J owe my lite, and wha ſcener elſe ie deere 
vntomce.

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Duke lets flip no time, but pzeſently ſeizeth vpon the Nauy 
of Swhiethland hauing it befoze under his command, mar- 
nelling much that the King had not tefoze that ſent to ſeize 
vpon it himſelfe, but tberebp belike hee thought hee ſhonld 
bane mim red matter foz the Duke to ſulpect his denice, 
The Finland Flecte being vpon the Conft ſome fewdaies 
tcfozethe day appointed , the Duke bau ng furrtſher the 
Naw with men and mum tion, toke the Dppoztunitie of 
Time, and with all expedition made haſt to meete them be⸗ 
foze their toyning with the Rings power, with whome had 
they met, thep had put the Duke to a great hazard, The 
Finland Fleet tor ſiſted ol thzee ſcoze and ten ſaile moſt cf 
dem vᷣeſſels ol great burthen and in them 4 thouſand figh⸗ 
ting men, the Dudes fozces by Sea wereſcarce ſo many. 
be Puke denides bis Nauy into two parts, the Fiu⸗ 
ders into th. The Duke bearing as great a bꝛeatth in 
the front ol his N aup, as his aduetſaries did, doubting lealk 
he ſhould be engt. The charge being giuen by the Duke 
was {cmblablp anſwered by the contrarp party, and now the 
voice of the Oꝛdinance. (that was manp peares a ſtrange:

the pcopie, But to returre o Sea, where the fight conli⸗ 
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nued little moꝛe then two howers, during which time the 
apre was fo trcubled with ſmoa ke, that the ſhtppes at Sea 
could not ſec one another, end the beholvers at lande might 
iudge by the eye, that hey were turn d into a clowte, But 
at laſt the Admirall ofthe Flanders bering ſlrck between 
winde and water, did ſnke in the nid? of theo all; Their 
fixte began to take about to due vp tber Sayles and flpe, 
the Dune followed them as as he bu it, but being doubt - 
fuil of the Bing s appꝛoch. mae t tete ne thrlocncr, Lan⸗ 
ted his powers, and haſtcd with his army to Scockhule 
land. 

Apon bis commirg to Soc holland hee bnder cd of 
the Kings landing at Ca mer Caliicyhis while Navy con- 
ſiſting of a hund zeth Dapte, oꝛ tbere abonts, wizerca? there 
were eight and twenttie Cogith thizps, wh the 
ing has hired ol the £archants being therein that 
coaſt bearing in the who'e Ficetegight and twenty £i;cn- 
ſand fighting men: Duke Charles bir ug aducttiſed of the 
newes, doubted what hee were beſt to der, Sometimes bee 
was in mime to giue place vnto his aduerſaries conſidering 
the miſeries that were like to attend this vnciutli wirre, 
And though hee knew himſcife well lyned with lrienda, in 
the hinz dome, and that it might bee in his power to reſiſt 
the king, pet woben he reduced into his mind the Calamitics 
that might bappen vnto the Land by the maintenance of this 
warre, He did often perlwade bimlclfe with Ocho, rathet to 
g ue place to Vitellius, then tore ſiſt a Tyrant to the oucr⸗ 
thꝛoh ot his Countrr, but being otherwiſe adutſed by his 
ſriendes, that counſelled him either fo take vpon him the ſo⸗ 
ueraigntir.oꝛ at (eaſt to maintaine humſclfe in his place, as 
well foꝛ their lines as his owne, hauing all gone ſo farre that 
theycould not retyre without irreuocable danger, His cov- 
rage ouercumming bis feare, andthe reſp: ol the generali⸗ 
ty aboue his own particular, he reſolued to pꝛoſecute the war 
but yet in ſuch manner, that al the woꝛlde might vnder ſtand 

hee did it rather to defend himlelle then offend the king bo w⸗ 
loeuct 
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ſoeuer his actes might be miſtaken. Wherenpon the duke 
remones from Stock · holand into the hart of p countrep to 
ahold calledthe caſtle of Lynnkeeping. By the wap the 
King had taken the caſtle of Calmer, and detained the Cap- 
taine ofthe caſtle (placed there by the Duke ) cloſe pꝛiſoner. 
And though the Town was ſurely guarded by the Bing, and 
alwates by him fozelapd,fointcreept all ne wes, pet a cer⸗ 
tame Zowneſman vndertoke to carry the Dake intelli⸗ 
gence therof, with the conſent of the pꝛincipall in the Town, 
luch was the lone they bare vnto him. The Meſſenger be⸗ 
cauie he could not paſſe the poꝛts was let downe at a pꝛuue, 
topning to the Tone Malle, andhauing paſt the kings 
Stowt- watch, that lax in diuers places houering abent (he 
Town, toke ſoctrcumſpenly the aduantage of the time, v in 
two daies he recouered the Dukes Army being vpon march, 
to the caſtle of Linne keeping, The tenoꝛ of his meſſage 
was, that on no conditions hee Gould truſt the King, foz 
that as weil by the vſage ok his officers in the caſtle of Cal- 
mer, as other pꝛincipall intelligence giuen to ſome {that lo⸗ 
ued the Duke to well to keepe it cloſe) that the king pur⸗ 
poſed his vtter deſtrudion, and that there was no agreement 
to be made but onely couloꝛable (von an reconcilement) 
to foꝛeg te a further m.ſchiefe. The Duke though ſad to 
heare thele newes, yet imbꝛaced, and rewarded the meſſen⸗ 
ger. And vnderſtanding there ofthe kinges remooue from 
Calmer to the caſtle of Sterborrow to his ſiſter F reking 
Anne, he bends all his foꝛces thither, and within three dates 
after came wo thin fight ef the caſtle:he pitcht his Tent wirh⸗ 
in a myle of the Zowne, befoꝛe hee attemptedany thing in 
any hoſtile:naner, ſent ſome of his pꝛincipall ſriends vnto the 
king, and humbly deſtred him to know the cauſe of th: ſe va- 
int warres vndertaken : It the tault lay tuſt ly in the Duke 
oꝛ any of his at hetents, thep were content either to ſubmit 
their lues ta the law, oz to the kings mercy, It any fault 
were ſuppoſed, oꝛ but ſuggeſted, they deſired an int ifferent 
Judge. And if the fault were loud (where in — 
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tbey deſired the ſame vpon their atuerſarſes, Finally he be⸗ 
ſought his Baicftie that he would weaſure the nature cf il 
togues,not by their ſound but by their quality, ſoꝛ there were 
ſome about him, that nether loued him. noꝛ them, noꝛ p land. 
T be king received theſe meſſages, gaue faire but diſſeinbled 
woꝛds, that ii he would diſperſe his At my he li ould diſcharge 
bis. Contirme vnto him his place of gouernment, and other 
cffices he cnioped in the kingdome, e zouided idat Harcour- 
belk whom be detairied as a pꝛiſoner, might be delluc red, and 
he with the reft el the L02ds reconaled. The Duke anſwe⸗ 
red tothe firſt, that i it would pleaſe bis Maieſty to diſperſe 
his Army. bie would dee the like, and ſoz the other vpon due 
conſideratien he (heuld Ent him confoꝛmable @ wclue daies 
vere thus ſpent in meſſages interchangeabi pbhetwern them 
The Duke meaningfaittfui.p, the Lilyg otherwiſe, Both 
thcir Armies they till retaynd during which time the trapp 
we s late to intrappe he Duke. That vpon an wteruiewe 
betwut them in tte ſight ol both their Armies Feinbecke 
Duke cf Leif. lande ſheuldtuch in, end vpon the ſodaine ſur⸗ 
pꝛiſe the Duke, tabe him pꝛiſcner, and carry him tothe Ca⸗ 
file aloꝛcſaid. But milſing of dis ur poſe be eing thzoughly 
tountet charged bp the Duke, his mute was much perpier- 
cd in the vnc rtame tucnt oſ his expectations, His cegitatt⸗ 
ens ſought within themſelues, when ſomelimes hee would 
lap the fault vpen ſuch, as hee imployed in thoſe buſinelles, 
Sometimes he weuld place one, ſomtimes diſplate another.

The next dap the ſmnne hed no ſoner ſtept lrom the bed 
of Aurora, but the Dukes Fleetremouesfrom Finland ta 
Stock. boroy, beeing diſtante an bhund2eth leagues. The 
Kings flete died in a hauen betwene two rockes. Dake 
Carles tis Fieterpding in the Mayne, am the king per⸗ 
cetuing how he was charged by Sea and Land began to be 
diuerſly diflraughted, ſometimes bee reſolues to vndergoe a 
meane eſtate, alleaging that dium oft tutiſſſimum, and Auli 
ca vite, fplendiaa unſcri . Corts are the Continuall Com ⸗ 
panions ot a Crown, whena reſt remaines in a lowe conditt- 
on and foꝛtune. Low ſhrubs lle leaſt tempeſt, In valleys 
is heard leaſt thunder. In Country rooms is great reſt, and 
in little wealth the leaſt diſquict. Dignitie treadeth vpon 
glaſle, and honoꝛ is [ie a fadingherbe,that when it blometh 
moſt goꝛge cus then it blaſteth. Sometimes hee thought to 
diſguiſe brmſeife t wit his cloathes to change his thoughts, 
that beeing poozelp att rde hee migdt bee meanelp minded, 
end meaſure his actions hy the pꝛeſent foztune,not by his foꝛ⸗ 
mer eſtate, Vet in the ſummons of theſe diners thoughts 
andcogttations he hadſome reſpectine regard ol bis honour, 
though all faile, ret his heart ſhoulonot faint, fo; the cou- 
rage ofamanis ſhewed in his reſalution. In che middeſt of 
his extteames hee heldit bis ſaſeſt courſe, to flye by night 
with all his power, & iſter, and friends, with a ſull purpoſe to 
attempt the winning of Waſten Caſtle, being thre oz ſoure 
daiesfownepfrom Steckborow. But the Duke that bad 
wated thzough many dangers, and in many aduenlures 
both pꝛoſperous and lucky, bad gotten luch reputation, that 
be was higbly pzefezred in tbe eſtimation of that Country 
put the Ning into ſuch a Continnallfeare oſ bis purſuite 
knowing his ſtrength vnable to match his Enemp. 

Lhe Duke vnderſtanding the King to be vaſtaped in bis 
reſolution, and to ſtand thus wauer ing betweene warre and 
peace (which danted the hearts - his pcople to bee 25

ffleofSteckborow and takes the kings fleete with ſenen 
tunne of Gold, and all his regall Dznaments. The King 
bad connated bimſelle to the Caſtte of Linnckeeping, and 
was there ropally entertatned, howbeit mthe middeſt of 
Solemnities, the ſad newes ol that vnhappy accident was 
bꝛought thither vnto him : At the hearing e relation wher- 
ol, though hee was much agaſt, vet with that kingly cou · 
rage that his vnfo2tunate ſucceſſe had left him, he burft out 
ints this 02 the like paſſion. If my moderation (que th bee) 
„ in pꝛoſperitp had berne anſw-rable tothe greatneſſe ol my 
„birth, and ſtate, oz the ſucceſſe of mp laſt attempts to the re⸗ 
„lolution of my minde, J might haue come to Linnekee- 
„ping, in my accuſtomed honour, and Royalty, and not as a 
„man thus waſted and ſpofled, and to be rather gazed vppon, 
„then honourably entertained. But what cloud ſacuer hath 
„ darkned my pzeſent fate, pet haue the heauens, and nature 
„ giuen me that. in birth t mind, which none can vanquiſh 
„ 02 depziue me of, J ſe that my enemies make their tri⸗ 
„umphs, che ſuviet of my miſeries, and in mp calamity as 
in a mpzour map bee beheld their owne gloꝛp: pet let them 
„ know this, that Jam, and was a pzince , furniſhed 
with ſtrengh of men, and abiliments of warre, and what 
maruell is it, if it be my chance to looſe, ſcring experience tea- 
,, cheth, that the euents of warre are variable, and the ſuc⸗ 
,: elſe of policy guided by vncertaine fates : The deſire of

bee whom foztune had befoze friued to make vnfo2tunate 
did in this alſo faite,andbathnothing left hun to glozy in that 
attempt, but his loſſe of men, and ol much expectation, 
Thcle croſſe accidents ſat ner the Kings heart, who with 
much cares and trauells had wearted his ſpirits, and great⸗ 
ly ſpent the ſtrength both ofhimſelfe, and his people. Foz 
whatſoeuer hee determined, was not carried with any ſuch 
ſecret oz politike courſe, hut that by ſome meanes 02 other 
the Duke bad ſome notice thereof, and ſtil appzehended his 
dꝛilts. Foz this was no ſoner plotted, but the Duke ſends 
letters ſecretly to the Captain, that he ſhould not deliuer the 
Ceflle with his pꝛiuitp. 

Abe King lying in Linnekceping ſends flue hundzeth 
men ſecretip to ſurpꝛiſe the Caſtle, yet was the ſame able to 
defend it ſelfe as indeed it did, and the Captaine therein per- 
fozmed the Dukes will, and retainde his credit, without im 
peaches of his valoz.Nucſttonmet were made whether they 
might enter into the Caltle in the kings name, dut a petem 
tory anſwert was returned, that without mandatory let- 
ters from the Duke, there was nothing there to be expeaed 
bat reſiſtance : vpon this tbe kings mind was diſquieted, and 
a wozld of inward Contlides encountred his cogitations, as 
he ſtod doubtlully diſtract, what he were beſt to doe: at laſt 
as fire cannot be bid in ſtraw, noꝛ the nature ot man ſo con⸗ 
cealed, but that at laſt it will bꝛeake out and haue his courſe: 
Soe fares it with the king. who perceining his pleaſure ta

happineſſe, oz elſe his owne perpetuall ſeruitude and 
bondage. The Souldiers vpon this ſhewde as great 
fozwardneſſe, and as Ecchoes redoubled bis woꝛdes, 
vowing neuer to peeld, epther foz woundes oz foz life, 
which they were all ready to ſacrifice in the cauſe of their 
Country: which reſolution appearde in the ſquadꝛon of 
Captaine Hal, who leading bis Army, mette the Enemy 
with ſuch a ſhow2e of ſhot, that many were llaine, and 
many wounded : Andreas Lemerſon giues the ſccond 
charge,and that withſofierce an encounter, that h ſetzethy 
vpontheenemies oꝛzdinance, and turnes the ſame vpon 
them, In thisconflic the Kinges Armp is diſcomfited, 
eight thouſand of them being flaine, dzowned, and taken 
Paiſoners. Upon this ſad ſucceſſe, the King being in the 
Callle of Linnekeeping calles a Parlep. The Duke v- 
pon knowledge of the Kingspleaſure, is willing to enter 
taine it, Peſſengersare (cnt enterchangeably, and vpon 
bearing and debating the greuances one of another, the 
conditions are agreed vpon, the Duke to haue pardon fo: 
what was paſt, and whereas bee had one of his ad- 
uerſaries already in his cuſtody, it was likewiſe agreedc, 
that he ſhould haue the other Tyeſe delluered into bis 
hands, being the fowre Commiſſioners that diſturbed the 
peace of Swethen, which was perfozmed acco2Tingly, ſo 
as the Duke detaines them pꝛiſoners with their wincs 
and childꝛen: Alter thts friendly cohcrence, the Duke 
rides tothe King with ſixeteene ol his men, leauing charge 
notwithſtanding with Lemerſor, that i bee returned not, 
neꝛ ſent woꝛd to the contrary within halle an ho we, hee 
ſhouldcome to him with his whole Army. The Ring 
ard the Duke doe ſo well concoꝛd and agree, as they dine 
together, and are feaſted very royally: all matters are 
pat iſied on epther ſide, ſo as a Rex · day is appointed, and it 
is determined that the King ſhall haue his owne,the Duke 
bis, 
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bis, and the diſturbers of the peace their due. The King re⸗ 
turnethto Steckborow to his Fleete, the Duke to Carbos 
rowgh where the Dutehes lay. The Peace being thus con- 
cluded, the Dake diſmiſſeth his Souldiers, and receines 
Lettersfrom-the King, hat hee purpoſed to paſſe into bis 
Country with a thouſand men, and deſires pꝛouiſion fo2 
them: The Puke receiues his meſſage verpkindlp, and re⸗ 
turnes this anſwere to the King, that il it pleaſed bim, hee 
ſhould finde pꝛouiſion ſoʒ two thouſand. As this p2outſion 
was pꝛeparing, Fernsbecke Duke of Liefland perſwades 
the: King to returne with bis power to Poland, and not to 
ſtand to the Articles ofagreement, but to renew the warre al- 
ſcadging that he could nruer be a ſolute King ol Swethen, ſa 
long as D. Charles lined: And this was the onely ground 
of the Cluillwatre that followed,

he Bing hauing thus falſified his own - 
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chlefe friends about bim, to haue their aduiſe what was beſk 
to bee done in this weighty bufineſſle : They all*sgrave 
that f tt were poſſible they Gould recouer the Caſtle 
of Calmer that winter, and certaine other holds lately man- 
ned and victualed by the King : whereupon the Duke with 
his Army marcheth to Greenekeepiny, a little City in 
Swethland, where baning certaſne daves teſtedand relreſhed 
bis Armp, be haſt: d to befiege the Caffle of Calmer. The Ci- 
ty being indefenſible,yeelded vnto him at his firſt app2oach- 
The Duke bantng made bis entrance into the City, deliue⸗ 
red layꝛe ſpeeches to the Citizens, tbe iuſt cauſe that was gi⸗ 
uen bim to renne the warre, and iat no ambitious deſire 03 
turbulent ſpirit cf bis owne, dꝛew him ſo violently to theſe 
actions cf hoſtility, but that he was full Maſter cf his owne 
affeatons,anmdthe neceſſity ofthe time in the Ainges incenſed 
hate againſt him, didmoue bim to theſe Armes, that being 
(quoth he) at the firſt but pꝛiuate bet wirt him and the thzee 
Dukes his abuerſarics, that alwapes maligned his eſtate, 
might very well without the geniera'l diſturbance of both 
kingdrunes, haue been ended long agoe,and ner ther hee helde 
guilty, no2 the landdefiled with the ſhet ding ſo moch Poliſh 
and Swethiſh blood, But ith the king had ſo vnkindly 
taken part with ſtrangers againſt a kin man, and had ſo vn- 
naturally laid their treacherous plo's againſt bis lopalty,na- 
ture and iuſtice were the faire pzotecozs of his quarrels, 
that ſhould delc ad the equi pol his cauſe againft the mouth of 
cnuw, oʒ anp ſich calumnious tongues whatſoc uer. 

The Citizens that alwapes affect peace rather then war, 
looking into the condition of the diſturbed States, were 
much perplecd in mind, and ſcucrally diſtratted in their o⸗ 
pinions, heing vncertaine how to ſtand affected-ZThepkncew 
that the right and title was in the ing, tut the power and 
authozity in the Duke · The king had the commaund of the 
Cattle, the Duke the poſſeſſion of the City. Their feare cx- 
ceeded their diſtruſf,foz both the Dakes Army that lap in the 
Citpcommitted manp outrages, notwithſtanding ns 
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ffrict Pzoclamation, and againe the ozdinance of the Ca- 
ftle augmented their feare, andif Herguſten Boner that 
commaunded the Caftle had had his wil the Oꝛdenance had 
beene bent againſt the Towne. The Duke ſatiſfying 
aſwell as he could the feare of the Citizens, beleaguers the 
Caſtle of Calmer, there being a great mutiny within the 
Caſtle betwixt the Poles and the Swethians, which ſer- 
ued excellently well foꝛ the Duke, foz Herguſten Boner 
that commaunded the Caſtle vnder the King, agrede with 
tbe Poles to haue battered the Citp, which the Swethean 
Souldicrs reſiſted, mſomuch that from woꝛdes thep fell 
to blowes, fn which conflict the Swethens hauing the bet- 
ter, tooke Hergulten Boner Pꝛiſoner, together with all 
the Poles, being to the number of thz& hundzeth, and 
knowing this Ad to bee unanſwerable co the King, 
ſubmitled themſelues, yeelted the Caſtle, and gaue vp their 
P2iſoncrs to Duke Charles. The Duke gently enter⸗ 
taines al but Herguſten Boner bis old tnemy) whome hee 
ſent Pꝛiſoner to Greephollam, where hee remaines to this 
day. All the Poles hee ſent new apparrelled with white 
ſtaues in their hands, ſairelp entreated, to the King. The 
Puke bauing thus foztunatelp recouercd the City, and 
Caſtle of Caimer, did ſtrongly Panne them both, and 
ccmfozting the Ditizens in the beſt manner hecould, with 
the reſt of his Army marcb(d into the Dukedome of Fin- 
land, it teing a part of Swethland,bozdering vpon Ruſsia, 


and there beleaguerd the Caſtle of Oua ant in few dayes 


warne it, till fairely entrcating the Kinges Sculdiers, 
which in allplaces wanne him great commendations, E# 
hauing in ſhoꝛt time quicted the Dukedome returned 
backe with h's Armpto Stockchollam, where 
be reſted th: remainder ol that winter.

Duke Charles inuades the Dukedome of Lieflandſur- 
priſeth moſt ofthe Townes and Caſtles of that 
country, and is in a manner abſolute poſſeſſor of #

Anke Charles knowing his pꝛincipall aduerſary 
þ with the King to bee Fernes beck, Duke of Lict- 
land, (which countrep notwithCanding it iopneth 
with Swcthland in law and language, had neuer⸗ 
the leſſe à kind ol ablolute power and anthozitie within it 
ſelfe) thought it beſt to beginne the warre in that countrey, 
that the eye ol his aduerſaries loking into his action there, 
the Ringes loꝛces might not be bent again his o lune conn- 
trep,the peace whereof hee much deſired, and to this end in 
the beginning ol the Sommer following hauing reinfo2ccd 
his Army, Marched into the dukedome of Lictland , The 
chicfe Citie whereof called Rauell pelded vnto him, into the 
ruf ich he triumphantly entered. The Cittizens themſelues, 
whether fo2 feare of his power, oꝛ loue of his perſon, ſhe wed 
ſuch tokens of ſubmiſſiue dutte , that there little letted a 
Conteſtation of their allegiance, Mauing there reſted cer⸗ 
taine dates he rapſeth his Army and marcheth towaros 
the Caſtle of Whettenſten, which in ſhoꝛt time was yeel- 
ded vnto him. From thence he came to the Citp of Perno, 
which he like wiſe toke in, placing there a ſtrong garriſon. 
He marched from thence to another ſtrong Titie called 
Du rpe, and in figedates koꝛced the Towne: flue hundꝛeth 
Poll!h Souldiours within the Lolone ſubmitted vnto him 
with tender offheir ſeruice, whom he gently intreated, 4 en⸗ 
tertained, Thep euer after ſeruing bim in all his wars verp 
lalthulip. The Lieflanders themſelues noting the gentle be⸗ 
haulout of Dake Charles wiſht in their hearts all good ſac 
ceſſe Into him, though thep durſt not ſhew it out wardly,fez- 
feare 
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feare ol their L 0des diſpleaſure , who in his rule bare ener 
luch a rough hand ouer them, that heeſeemed a Tirant cz 
an vniuſt Uſur per, rather then an honozable gouernour, 03 
à naturall pꝛince. 

Duke Fernesbeck hauing ſome intelligence of the ſo⸗ 


daine inuaſion of his countrep, raiſeth with allthe haſt hee 


could, all the powers hee could make, being conſtituted by 
the King, Generall of his warres, and within a few dates 
landed in Liefland, whereof Duke Charles hauing vnder 
ſtanding, and fearing to be pꝛeuented, ſent very ſecretly 
and ſpeedily fifteens hundzeth ſouldiours vnder the com- 
mand of cozonell Hill to ſurpziſe the citie of Venden, 
but 4 know not how)the plot being diſceuered and Ambul⸗ 
cadoes laide in the way by Fernesbeck, they were ſodainly 
charged, and being wearp and faint thzough a long marche, 
were ſoone ouerthꝛowne, and lame, only the Coronell with 
ſeauenteene of his followers, the pooze remaine oſ ſo many 
hundzeds, making way with the ſwozd, thꝛough the fury 
of the Enemp , did woundcrouſly eſcape, bzinging this 
ſad ne wes backe to their Loꝛd. The Duke, though it 
ſomewhat troubled him, pet ſhewed no ſigne either of feare 
oꝛ ſozrow, but hartned on his ſouldicurs to the reuenge of 
their fellowes deaths. There was nothing that aduanta- 
ged him moze then his Celeritie in all bis attempts, fo2 
whenſoeuer any aduantage was pꝛoffered, hee would neuer 
pretermitte the leaſt occaſion. Duke Charles vpon the 
newes of this ouerthꝛow, vnder ſtanding of new ſucceurs 
ſhoꝛtly to come out of Poland in the aide of Fernesbeck 
ſodainly raiſeth his (Army. his Eninues ſuppoſing that the 
late ouerthꝛow had much quatid his courage, and nothing 
le ſſe ſvipening then what he inẽded marcheth with all ſperd 
tothe Citie of Moden, into which Duke Fernesbeck 
but two dales befoze had made his triumphant entrance. 
The march was ſo ſpeedily and ſecretly made, that they of 
the Towne under ſtood not of his remoone from Durpe, 
till they ſaw him with his Armp befoze the walls ol Ven- 
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den, Fernſ- beck ſtaying within the Towne, euery hower 
loking foz his new ſupplies, when he law himſelle (thus vn- 
lookt fo2) confronted by the Duke, and bis Armp, ſcod ſo a- 
mazed that a long time he was in doubt what it were bell 
to doe. At laſt made a ſhe w of reſiſtance ofthe Enemp, 
and defence of the Zowne; till the appꝛoach of the night fol · 
lowing, In which time he deuiſed ſuch a plot, that vtterly 

loſt his honoz, and the Loue of all his friends within his 

Dukedome. Foz in the beginning of the night hauing 

thꝛoughly inſtructed his Commanders, and followers, what 

hee meant to doe, No Towneſman ſuppoſing what he pur⸗ 

poled, made an abſolute ſpoile of the Zowne, ranſacking 

euer p mans houſe, and car ping away their plate, monep and 

ie wels, pes cloſely away and leaues the Towne abando- 

ned. Duke Charles had ſodaine intelligence he reof, and 

with all haſt purſues him, and in the wap he takes certaine 

ol Fernesbeckes Eſpials, whome hauing thꝛeatened, was 

by them conducted to the place where Duke Fernbecke 

that night encamped, and hauing giuen the charge to Coꝛo⸗ 

nell Hill, that was deſirous to reuenge himſelle of his late 

gucrthzow ſodainely ſet vpon them being at reſt, lle w the 

molt part of them, recouers the goods taken a little befoze ſo 

violent ly and diſhonourably out of the City, Fernsbecke 

himſelfe with a few ol his followers bardlyeſcaping, 

Duke Charles bauing thus recouered his late loſſe re⸗ 
turnes with his Army to the Citie of Venden, where, with 
all acclamation ot iop hee was honoꝛably entertained: Be- 
ing thus ſeated in Venden, within two dates after his aboad 
in the Townheſendeth Tight bundreth men vnder the cõ⸗ 
Zu of one Peerſlompe, a gallant Swethiſh Captaine, to 

= | | ſurpzile the Caſtle of Newhall bozdering vpon Ruſſia 
= | which was by him foꝛtunately atchieued, who returning fo 
. the Duke gaue him pꝛeſentlythe command of fins thowſany 
men, Coronell Hill being Steward of the feeld. The pꝛo⸗ 
lecte was to beliege Col enhouſe, being then and at this day 
the ltr unge Caſtle in chziſtendome. The duke thought 
if 
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if he could gaine this caſtle , he were then tboꝛoughly pol 
(eſt of all the dukedome, hee himlelfe purpoſed ſhoztly alter 
to ſecond him. This gallant poung gentleman with all 
ſpeed and with a full ſpirit marcheth to this honozable er- 
ploit, and encampeth his Armp cloſe to the walles ofthe 
CTowne, which being very ſtrong,x. faitbfull to their Lo2d, 
endured a long ſiege with great effuſion of blood on botb 
ſides, but at the comming of the Duke, the Towne was tas 
ken, and vpon a bzeach in the entrance oftheTowne, this 
poung captaine was vnfoztunately (but honozably) flaine 
with the ſhot of a Muſket in his pꝛiuit es, ſent from the ca- 
ſtie: Duke Charles was very ſoꝛry fo2 his death, moking 
a vob that he would neuer raiſe his Army, till he had either 
fo2ced the caſtle, oꝛ followed the foztune ol this gallant cap⸗ 
taine. Thꝛee moneths the Duke lap befo2e the caſtle with 
continuall batte rie, and in the end takes it and keepes it at 
this day. Upon the taking of the caſtle he was ſufficiently 
reuenged foꝛ the death of Pecreſlompe, Thus all the ca⸗ 
a and foꝛtreſſes in Liefland, were in this Sum⸗ 
mer bꝛought vnder the command ol Duke Charles, onelp 
the caſtle of Ree, which was ſecond to none but Coken⸗ 
houſe, was pet left vnaſſaulted. Duke Charles haning 
thus in a manner the entier poſſeſſion ol Licfland, and be- 
ingnow wearied with this long tople, hearing no newes ef 
Duke Fcrnesbeckesreturne, in the latter end of the Som⸗ 
mer, hauing oꝛdered his aſfaires in that countrey returned to 
his dutcielle into Swethland, lying then in Stock holland, 
befoze his going he left the ci ies # caſtles in the dukedome, 
being thoꝛoghly maned, vnder the gonermnet ol his friends. | 
Che reſt of his Army reſted vnder the command of Coro- 
nell Hill, who hauing directions [rom the Duke at his de- 
parture,to attempt the taking of the Towne of Rec, toge- 
ther with the caſtle, ſet foꝛ warde with hope and courage, 
while the Duke was vpon his tourney into Swethland, 
and encamped befaze the Towne of Rec, burnt the ſab. 
urbes , aſſaulted the Towne, battered the walles, dc. But 


finding it ſtronger manned, then either it was ſuppoſed, oꝛ 
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ſfoodat that time with his power to fozce, returned accoz-

men, tooke ſhipping at Stock- holland and landed with his

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whole Armyſafely within two daies, within 15. myles of 
Ree. is purpoſe was to haue ſodainely beleaguerd the Ca- 
file befoze the reſt of his enemies fozces were Landed out of 
Poland, which he vnderſtood were ready to bee ſhipt:and to 
that end ( hauing refreſhed his Army) hee marched ſpeedily 
and out of oꝛder, in the latter end ol the day towards the 
Caſtle of Ree, ſuppoſing by the benefit of the night follow- 
ing, the better to haue enſconc't and foztified himſelle. But 
as no man, though neuer ſo circumſpea, can warrant to 
himſelfe the aſſurance oz continuance ol ſucceſſe, and eſpect- 
ally in the actions of warre, where foꝛtune bears a (wap-ſo 
this noble Duke found the nature of her fanonrs,which thee 
bad powꝛed vpon him, to be ſo tnſtable,that in a Minute lhe 
ſnatcht ſrom him, what a long time beloꝛe ſhe had pzodigally 
beſtowed , Foz Fernsbeck hauing intelligence of the 
Dakes landing, ſodenly iſſued out of the Caſtle with thꝛer 
thouſand ot his followers, and hauing a place of great ad- 
uantage about the myles from the Caſtle, the wap that 
Duke Charles miſt ol neceſſity paſſe, tooke the benefit of 
the place and the nigbt, lying there in Ambulh foz the Dukes 
comming, and giuing directions not to ſtirre till the vant 
guard ofthe Dukes Armp had paſt them, and then lodenlie 
to charge the battaile, and the Kereward to glue the Ala- 
rum to the Caſtle, At which time a Poliſh Captaine with 
thꝛee thouſand Poles was appointed to charge the vant- 
guard ofthe Dukes; which on all ſides was accozdingly ac- 
compliſht. The Duke being in the Battaile, finding him⸗ 
ſelfe ſo ſodainely and danger dully inuir on d, gaue (accozding 
to the Tyme ) the beſt directiens . reſiſt hee muſt ol neceſſity, 
Retyre he could not wherfoze rydung cherefully vp x downe 
his Army. gaue encouragement to his Souldiours, making 


ſtill the danger leſſe then it was, But Ferneſbeck ſtittd vp 


with adeſire ol reuenge, and recouery of his dukedome, and 
hauing aduantage of the place, ſo violently aTapled, that at 
the firſt Charge he made a great bꝛeach into the body of the 
Dukes battaile,the like was perfozmed at the inſtant vpon 
the rereward by oae Stockland, a gallant poung Poliſh 
Captaine, Thus 
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Thus all parts of the Armp beeing aſſaulted, that befoze 
was wearp, weake,and fainte, thzough a long Parche,they 
were ſodenly put inte ſuch a fear, as begat much amazement 
in them, ſo as men deſperate of all hope to reſiſt, they flong 
awap their weapoas and fled, hoping to ſaue themſelues that 
wap, wheretn was leaſt hope of ſafeguard. The Duke did 
what lay in his power to ſtap his flying Souldiers. But in 
this perplexed face of flight, where nothing but the Cara - 
cters offeare and deſpaire could be ſeene, no woꝛds could ſul⸗ 
fice, noꝛ anpcommanders tongue be regarded, but in this 
.confufed manner thep ran vpon their deaths, whilſt the ene- 
my ſtood ready foreceaue them. And in this hoꝛrour of blod 
and maſſacre, the Dukes hoꝛſe was ſlain vnder him, be him⸗ 
ſelfe hurt, and perceiuing no hope either by fight o2 füght, hee 
fell do wne (as dead) among the dead Garcafles,retepning a 
bope that wap happely to ſaue himſelle. Ot fifteene thou- 
ſand men, four teen thouſand and odde were put to theſwozd, 
the reſt fled to their ſhippes. Euery man ſuppoſing the Duke 
to be ſlaine. The ſad ne wes of this fatall onerthzow and of 
the Dukes ſuppoſed death, was ſoone bꝛought into Sweth- 
land, which vpon the hearing thereof,Chewed ſuch a gene · 
ralface of ſoꝛrow, as if the whole land had put on one entire 
mourning garment, to attend his ſad and vntimely funerals 
Thepnow ſaw their Pꝛince ſodẽ ly ſnatcht from them in the 
ſpꝛing time of their hopes, t in the pꝛime of all his gloꝛp, they 
found themſelues naked, and open to the Poliſh Tyꝛannp. 
Thep feared their Religion and gouernment would now be 
ſoʒced and adulterated by the tyrannous command, and 
ſuperſtitious cuſt omes df Poland, where withall thep knew 
their Ring was wholly coꝛrupted. Ao heart ſo Noble, ns 
head ſo cirtumſped, no handeſo victoꝛious, to oꝛder the ſtate, 

Manage the affaires, and fight the battailes of their Coun- 
trep. Now be was dead all hope was buried, and all tbetr 


bappines, and ſrerdom ſhould be laid in the graue with him, 


and laſt but not leaſt of their (ozxow, they wanted his body 
to giue it honozable funcrall, kirk 
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But as this falſe newes made them true mourners, [6 
this paſhan of ſoꝛr ow fo: his ſuppoſed death, was afterward 
turned into the contrary paſts of (oy,fo2 the Dukes firang® 
and vnknowne deliuery: to whome wee will now returne, 
baning lefthim befoze among the dead carkaſes ol his Doul- 
diets. There was a young Gentleman of Swerhland,at- 
tendant to the Duke(whoſe: name J could not learne )iba£ 
ſaw the Dake when he fell, thinking dim with the reft to 
baus beene ſlaine, and deſtrous to doe the laſt ſernice to bis 
Pꝛinte, kept cloſe (hauing a place fitte ſo2 his purpoſe) ho- 
ping to recouer the body of the Duke, and finding in the 
darke of the night, a certain (Gentlemanof Poland, news 
ly flame, ſhifteth ar mour and apparrell with bim, and ha⸗ 
uing the Poliſh tongue, uvndertocke as ane ol Fern becks 
ſouldiers to rifle the dead bodies and baning found the place 
lvdere the Duke lay, all imbzned with the blend of his 
Souldiers, and comming neere to rave the body, the 
Duke beganne to ſtriue: The Genttoman amaſed, aſnt 
in fap;e termes if he were aliue : to whome the Duke re- 
plyed, Art thou my friend? the Gentleman told him his 
name and purpoſe, and fith he was aliue he ould boꝛſe him 
ſelle vpon the Gentlemans hozſe, and fie vito bis Hips, 
vfing the teneffte ofthe night fo; his eſcape, whitebee bim- 
ſelfe would make what ſhiſt he conidts follow after. The 
Dake being thus rapſedfrom this graue of blond wozſe then 
Golgotha, embraccedhim, thankt him, and ſpake thele 
wo:rs, God proſper thee, whome ilitpleaſe, that thou 
ſhalt liue to out liue the fortunes of this niglu, there was 
neuer man ſo deare, as thou ſhalt be to thy Lord: where- 
bpon the Duke mounted, and with all fpcedhaſtedto his 
chippes, where the top of his comming was fs much the 
greater, by how much the fearcbefozeof his death was-the 
fronger, 

The Gentleman whom bee left behind, being vnluc⸗ 
kelp diſconered, was vnfo;iunately ſlatne, which though the 
laf, was not theleaſt honour be atchic ued, to die in the laſe⸗ 
gard ol his Pzince, The Duke _ loug foz his * 
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but at length ſaſpecting that which had happened hoyft fatle 
and ſafely arrtucd in Swethland. It is a wozld to heare 
the concourſe of people that ſrom all parts came to ſe him: 
Tipen the newes of his landing, they ſtrewd flowers in 
the wap, as thinking the Earth vnwoꝛthy to beare him: 
they ſhe wed all ſignes and tokens of toy, as now holding 
themſelues free from thoſe feares, which the re poꝛt ol his 
death had befoze poſſeft them with. Row as men newlp re⸗ 
uiued, thep beganne to entertame new hopes, anv to flat- 
ter them ſelues with a perpetuall ſtabi litp oſ their eſtates: 
The Sunne, which they ſuppoſed had made an ctcrnall 
Set from their Hoꝛizen, didnow ſhine againe in the mid⸗ 
deſt ol their Hcmiſpheare,and this glad dap, after their ſad 
night, they mate a gencrall vow foz euer to conſecrate 
Thus as in a triumphant manner the Duke helde on his 
courſe, to Stockeholland, where the ttiumpbes foz his de · 
liner y he lound doubled, with the Dutches bis wife, his kin⸗ 
dzed and his nrereſt friende, bat in iop ol his returue feaſt ed 
manp dapes togetter. 

Duke Ferns bec ke pꝛoud of the lafe victo2v, let ſlippe no 
time : but haning the ſeconds ol his power, (ately landed 
.out of Poland, recouercd many of his towies and Caſtles 
which hee befoze had loſt, and which he hcſtcth at this day. 
Duke Charles did little that R ummer, but that gce ſent 
certainefozces to ſtrengtben thoſe pzircipall townes and 
caſtles in Leifland, which he petboldeth. And in this 
Summer, not from anyembiticus deſire of his owne, but 
the policp of the time, in the (fate of the Ring dome, ſo re qui⸗ 
ring. at the ſpetial in ſtigation of his {ricuts, foz the coun- 
tries god, tut pzincipaily vpon reſpec of the churches peace, 

4 . vppon him tbe Crowne and Scepter of Swetk e 
n tde peare of our 4 od God, 1604. which hee doth 

ovlp and peaceably gourrne, as the fate of the 

fer. The wats 2 the molt part tranſ⸗
